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SUNDAY,  May  13 

Our  last  day  of  live  broadcasting,  May  13,  was  a  success  in  every  respect — a  success  in 
programming,  a  success  in  community  participation,  and  a  success  financially.  After  it 
was  all  over,  a  veteran  of  radio  broadcasting  happened  to  mention  that  our  day  was  "a 
landmark  in  the  recent  history  of  broadcasting" — because  no  station,  radio  or  TV,  had 
within  memory  broadcast  such  a  12-hour  block  of  live  programming.  Networks  have  done 
a  spectacular  job  of  presenting  party  political  conventions,  men  in  orbit,  charity  talka- 
thons and  so  forth.  But  here  we  had  twelve  solid  hours  of  a  variety  of  programs — studio 
concerts,  studio  drama,  panel  discussions,  puppet  shows. 

Well,  we  are  trying  it  again — to  launch  our  1962  subscription  drive,  with  its  goal  of 
2,000  additional  subscribers  to  be  achieved  in  a  three-week  period.  There  are  all  manner 
of  arguments  we  use  to  convince  listeners  to  subscribe  to  KPFA.  But  no  argument,  we 
feel,  is  quite  so  compelling  as  our  determination  to  present  the  best  sort  of  radio  pos- 
sible— and  as  much  live  broadcasting  as  our  budget  will  allow.
